speare not publishing his plays, and 
w« have reason to tbink it wns of a 
kind to appeal to him. 
There was 


a* copyright, and to publish the play.-, 
was to lessen their financial value to 
his company. This "gentle Will." tins 
'sweetest Shakespeare," this "Swan of 
Avon," was an admirable man ef busi- 
ness. If we had only the records of 
the law courts. In fact we anight not 
be able to thhik so very well of him. 
He had a keenness for litigation which 
he seems to h«% e Inherited from his fa- 
ther. As a taxpajer he waa slow, If 
not positively evasive. He was appai- 
ently negligent of a debt contracted bj 
his wife 
Like many men of property. 


he evaded the restrictions against 
brewing malt liquor for his private 
use, being In Ms way a moonshiner. 


Liberal In giving aid and lending 


money to his friends In heed, he was 
strict in collecting debts At about the 
time he wrote the final version of 
"Hamlet" he sued the village apotUe- 
cary_ftt Stratford to recover a smalt 
loan^nnd while he was at work-on the 
world tragedy of "Antony and Cleoiw- 
tra" he engaged In litigation tliat 


lage blacksmith, a state of affairs that 
Emerson relates with something akin 
to horror. He conspired with his fa- 
ther to secure from the aonnlvlng Her- 
alds' college a shady coat of arms anrt 


right to subscribe himself "gent" 


and, while apparently not actively aifl- 
Ing an attempt to Inclose 3ti;otfoid 
common lands In defiance of the rights 
of the people, he at best remained 
strictly neutral toward the project. 


Careless as he seems to have been as 


to his fame as a dramatist, be was in

tile or infertile, or whether It would 
hatch a cockerel or a pullet but ths 
shape of an egg is a characteristio' 
which is transmitted to the offspring.
